Mr. ICdward Went worth Reatty, 
Chancellor of McGlll University 
was born October 6, 1SÎ7. at 
Thorold, Ont The students of the 
university will recall the gen- 
erosity of their I'hanocllor who 
distrlhutcd the published speeches 
of Lord Birkoiihcnd on 'Ixtose 
Thinking" and that of Ramsay 
>tacDonaId on the occasion of his 
visit to Canada last year, 'of f In- 
.incial Interest in university 
. circles Mr. Beatly was Chairman 
ot the C.\mpalgn Executive, during 
the • McGill University Centennial 
Fund" campaign, when the ob- 
jective was' exceeded by over 
twenty percent. 

;\\'lth a degre« of Bachelor ot 
Arts from University of Toronto, 
Mr. Beatty proceeded to Osgoode 
Knll L.Tw School and was called 
to the bar of Ontario in 1901. 
During the same year he was 
appointed to the Law . Depart- 
ment ot the Caiiadlan Pacific 
Railway, where he «ubsequently 
held the positions of assls.tant 
Solicitor, General Solicitor, Gen- 
eral Counsel, Vice President, 
Director, Member of the Execu- 
tive Committee, "President, and 
finally Chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the world's great- 
test transportation company. 

In 3P15 Mr. Beatty received 
the double distinction of being 
created a King's Council both 
for the Province of Ontario and 
the Dominion of Canada. 
. Mr. Beatty is also a director 
of the Bank of Montreal and of 
the Royal Trust Company, and 
a Trustee of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. In spite of . his fifty- 
three years, Mr. Bèatty remains 
a confirmed bachelor.

Personality to be 
Topic of Lecture 

Dr. J. W. Bridges Will Dis- 
cus on Psehoanalysis 



"Personality, Normal and Ab- 
normal" will form the topic of a lec- 
ture to be given at the People's 
Forum in the Church of the Messiah 
next Sunday evening at 7.30 by Dr. J. 
W. Bridges, Professor of Abnormal 
Psychology at McGlli. 

In the course of this lecture Dr. 
Bridges will present various important 
aspects of psychoanalysis. This de- 
velopment of scientific research has 
aroused intense interest in recent 
years, and has proved an invaluable 
aid in revealing the relationship of 
man to himself. Psychoanalysis found 
its beginnings in the remarkable stud- 
ies of Dr. Freud in the realms of the 
sub-conscious some years ago, and 
today it is of outstanding Importance 
in thr; siudy of mental health. 

From his former address at the 
Forum, it will be remembered that 
Dr., Bridges reveals the ramifications 
of the study of Phychoanalysle to bo 
wide and 'of fascinating hu;nan In- 
terest. He has also written a book on 
the subject, entitled, "An Outline of 
Abnorm.'Jl Phychoiogy,"

Barely a f|uorum was present, when A. Millard Astwood, 
President of the Stude nts' Society opened the meeting. 

The chief di.-scii.qglon centred around 
the dffiir.nijility of th« Jtodel Aasem- 
lily of th^ Lcac-iic of .N'ationa belnff/ 
hf-ld nt .\rcGill. Ken Baker, President/ 
of the League of Nations Club InJ 
vltcd the members to discuss th/ 
question before the meeting. He stat- 
ed that there Is at pre.<ient â com- 
mittee of two members who aro In- 
vs.?tlgatln£r thf5 rinancial requirements 
of such .in undertaking. 

Fears Precedent 
Commenting on this subject, J. A. 
Hutchlns stated that the desire for a 
grant ot the League of .Valions Club 
will serve merely as a precedent and 
will be reverted to In future by othee 
inatltutlona the Campus. 

Ali.m F;dson, Prp.sidenc of the Arts 
Undergraduate Society, remarked that 
the matter ot looking after out-of- 
town members ot the Assembly will 
be attended to by the League of Na- 
tions Club and nil!, a.-i a re.siilr. ease 
the work ot the Soarlen Key Society. 
Sees Value 
"Some means can easily be devised 
whereby fraternities or private indi- 
viduals will put up the members from 
other cities, said Bernard A, Alexan- 
der, "The -Alodel Assembly.^Jgtj^ 
League ot Nations cannot be rainST' 
experiment. Ther» ai-n niimeroti.s in- 
'stitutlons in Mi:(;;l! tiiat . brins- in nn 
money. hut at tlio .•^ame tinte tiier« 
are many th.T.t do, and these about; 
balance each other. Students' money 
win not be wasted if the -Vssembly ba 
held at .\IcGlll." 

Fred Stone, last year's cxcliange 
j'tudent to the L^niverslty of British 
Columbia was aiikod hy the c hairman 
to comment on tlic e.xchango .'•ystem. 
"K.xchansc atudonts. " rsmarUed Stone 
"are given an opportunity of seeing 
Canada and Canadian Universities. 
.•\.ny student who thinks of being an 
e.xchange student should find out how 
activities take place In his own Uni-, 
versitj". Other Canadian Universities 
are eXL'eption.ally lurioii.s as to how 
student activities? are c:irried out at 
McGill.' 

"Introduction" Sought 
Edmuad G. Collard then made- a 
plea for some form of initiation or 
"Introduction" of freshmen to McGill. 
The newcomer who enters McGill 
.should feel ho ha.s some responsibil- 
ity to bear the f.-aJitions and good 
name of th© University. Just now 
thero is no initiation, except perhaps 
that ot fraternities and the Pep Ral- 
ly. 

"While initL-ition In . the form of 
hazing h.as died and it is good that it 
has done so, there should be some- 
thing else to take Its pl.ace." Col- 
lard then put forwaiU ;i motion b.v 
niean.s of which .i committee of three 
men bo appointed by the Students! 
Society lo formulato some plan 
whereby a now form of initiation bo 
put Into forco, and to report its In- 
vestigations at tho next meeting of 
tho Society. "Thero must bo some- 
thing, to tako Its place, .somothllig 
with tho modeiii si)iiit.' 

Tho chairman then brought up tho ■ 
question ot locations for voting. In 
the past voting took placo In the 
Union, but thero Is no by-law in the 
Constitution providing for that. No 
action was taken with regard to this 
matter.

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Student Government 

MOST .students take McGill too calml^^ 
They know that many organizations 
exist and function in the college but they 
-er take the trouble to find out what 
«»«icos things go and what keeps them go 
fïïir One would think that they would at 
least know how they are governed but it 
seems that in many cases even this know- 
ledge is lacking. This ^oinl was admirably 
illustrated at the Meeting of the Students 
Societv in the Union yesterday when last 
year's exchange student from McGiU. who 
was and still is a prominent member of the 
student body, admitted that he was ignor- 
ant as far as some of the points of student 
government at McGill were concerned. 

Most students can get along without 
knowing verj' much about the Students' 
Society, the Undergraduate Societies, and 
their powers," terms of office and other 
such details. They are not usually ques- 
tioned on such matters and if they are a 
few judicious words about closed ballots, 
representation of students, and other gen- 
eral facts wall suffice to satisfy the curious 
one. 

With exchange students, however, tne 
matter is different. To the students of an- 
other university the exchange student is a 
man who represents the coUege he comes 
from and as such knows all about this col- 
lege and its institutions. They are not the 
merelv curious but are earnest seekers al- 
ter knowledge and often bring up many of 
the questions they ask m order to compare 
their government with that of others 'and 
Eo possibly to improve their own. 

General information on the way m 
which students are governed is «iven in 
the Handbook issued to students by the 
Council every year. This information, how- 
ever merelv touches the surface and leaves 
unanswered many, many details which 
most students would like to know and 
which some actually must know. Any stu 
>dent can, of course, find outras much about 
the form of government m force at McGiU 
as he wants to but usually he must seek 
out this information. If the Council were to 
offer it to the student either by enlarging 
the Handbook or Ijy means of a separate 
pamphlet it would be a step m the right 

direction. , , , j ^ „ 

Not onlv would it teach students a 
few of the things they should know but it 
might also arouse sufficient interest to 
make a quorum at Students' Society meet- 
ings amount to a mere fraction of the 
number present. It might also entice the 
freshmen, to come out to these meetings— 
^^hich was certainly not the case yester- 
day. Ob\'iou,sly more freshmen would turn 
,out if they knew what it was about. 

And lastlv this much needed informa- 
;;iion would speed up the business of the 
Students' Society and prevent much use- 
less work. If everyone knew the constitu- 
tion or had ea.sy access to it there would 
Mbe no unneces.sary motions and other mo- 
tions would be announced a reasonable time 
befôre the meeting so that tjiey could be 
voted on instead of postponed till the lol- 
lowing Spring.

Humbtrl Wolfo lia.s wrldon sonie ot tho iiiosl 
bcftutlftil lyrics in Enellsh. hut, like so many lyric 
iwcts, h« has a tendency lo monotony, rods ot 
this class play only one Inslrumont. At flrpl tlioy 
onchnnt hut In time they bore, and it Is then tlic 
critic s runciion lo select Ii-om their volumes the 
hal£ doren or bo lyrics which ore Immorlal. No 
lyrist, not even tlie m.istcr Swinbnrne, can hope 
for more; but to have written lialC a dozen perfect 
Individual bTlcs Is enough for ono Iiretlme. 

As I have not "Reaulem," "Humoresque," or 
The Gold Rose" beCor» me nl Iho moment I shall 
not atempt such a selection, but .''bail oonfint» my- 
sclt to a consideration ot the present voliinic. Is 
there .inything here worth IncludlnB? There is 
nothlnsr which has not boon done by Wolto bctoro, 
but is it .done better now or was It done belter be- 
fore? That, most certainly, Is the nuesl'on. 

AVolfo, in this volume, has made an Initial 
mistake in attcmpUiip lo .strinir l\l» lyrics topctlicr 
by means ot a plot wlUi a phllc-ioplilcal Implica- 
tion and, as ho lacks a narrative senso, llicy don't 
string. The book is a scries ot tinassoctatod and 
extremely beautiful poems and as such It must be 
judged. 

After a. careful perusal 1 liavp .<iclectcd the 
sonnet "Trojan Women" as tlip poem which is most 
likely to be Included with WoUos other lltUo 
masterpieces In anthologies ot the future. It Is 
more indivifluar than the others and lacks those 
obvious mannerisms which were at first so do 
liphtful but whoso charm lias faded with over 
repetition. Generally the finest poems in the boolc 
.ire the Fiddler's Songs, but It .seems to mc tlial 
Wolfe has Surpassed them in his previous volumes 
The lyric contains 

Sing no more ot Ardch 
Jaques or Rc-^alind 

There Is a garden 

_ ïoa win never llnd. 
is an exquisite little thing but inferior, to thlS; from 
"Humoresque" in the eame strain: ^ 
I shall make a small statue 
Of a boy today 
Who will half look ai you 
And half away. ^ . 

So too none of th» coiiplet love poems her;fe are 

equal to 

Love's a phoat and no one knows 
Wbence he comes nor where he' goes, 
And the hearts that he has haunted 
Could not tell you If they wanted. 
The sam* criticism appUea to moat of the 
poems in th« volum». 

It is doubtful whether or not "Trojan Women" 
iB the finest poem in the book (I should place 
few of the Fiddler's Songs before it) but U is cer- 
tainly the best sonnet Wolfe has written, and 
contains fewer echoes than any. of the other pieces. 
.So let the tears resume to tell us liow 

There is nothing left of any word she spoke 
Bui blossom scattered with the breaking bough. 

Tho cadence broken when hn own heart broke, 
Kor read of fabulous women loved and fair 

In Troy or Babylon, whose sorrow lingers 
Upon the bright and adventitious air 

Of beauty not their own, but their gold singer's. 
Nor read ot how, when daylight camo and waking. 

There were no birds, no flowers in their breast, 
Kor gentle' dawn, but only midnlb'ht breaking 

For ever in the dark remembered West. 
L«ok on her broken hands, her eyes, her brow. 
Tou need not read of Trojan women now.

Glhhs sllli sees In llml caiastropiie, not oiio lilnck 
spot In tho liialory ot civilisation, but. millions ot 
Utile tragedies enacted in Iho lives ot tlio men and 
women who were caught in that lempcal oC fury! 
which, tipsctling convcnllon, let loose Inlo society 
n peneratlon ot youngsters who insisted llml llipy 
had moro 6.xi>erlence of the furies of life lhan their 
elders, and to whom nothing but Ihelr own desires 
could dictate. 

Convention stands for moral discipline. Hut, 
Insists this peneratlon, convention should not liavc 
sent us into liell, and expect us to como out with 
the accepted traditions of Victorian England. 

130. Jlr. Olbbs sIiowB us, not the zealous patriot 
in llto English ottlcer, but tho self-exiled winner 
of the D.S.O. who could say; "They seem to be 
prep.trlng for the next lltllo scrap, well, they won't 
got mp npnln." Anil lio does not show us a fool 
hardy Tommy, who wants lo givo his all for King 
and country, but the man who lingers as prisoner 
so that ho may enjoy a few days of love with 
friends. 

It Is Impos.siblo tn return from the field ot 
c.tmpaiKn, mid aettio down inlo a llfo ot calm. Too 
n\n.ny things aro left in tlioso fields of gore. It it i.s 
not life. It Is the sonaea, It not the senses, It is 
moral standards. How plainly, and yet how heart- 
touching, does ho portray tho young officer, who 
reiurns homo nttor the conflict, ond Is ready to 
m.iko tho lovo ot his Kngilsh bride his own when 
he receives word tliat over there, on the oiit- 
sklrta oC what had been No Jilafi'a 'l-,and, there was 
a French peasant girl, who was waiting for him to 
como back and glvo a name to her Issue. Not that 
tho matter could be proven, but his, iensa at honour 
demands that he sacrifice his soul now, oven as he 
had offered his llfo before. 

In these ten novels, Glbbs displays his vsrsa 
tlllty ot stylo and Imagery. Newspaperman that he 
is, he knows how to translate the sensations of the 
eye to the pen, and then with the science of 
psychologist, ho analyses all tho movements and 
desires of his characters.' Nothing unexpected 
turns up to put a sudden ending to any of tho 
stories, the tragedy in each one is obvlo'us from 
thé beginning, and emanates from the character 
of the individual. For the most part, he skillfully 
blends the concrete Imagery, -with the somewhat 
paradoxical analj'ses of tho;(mlivfly^

Mr. Carey has written us a mystery story 
which would make a suitable Christmas gift for 
those ot our friends who suffer from heart disease 
or nervous prostration. His mystery is mysterious 
enough, but not very vividly expressed. 

The chief flaw in his style is that he leaves 
nothing for tho reader to do. He has not mastered 
the art of suggesting a story rather than do.-îcrlb- 
ing it. He is not satisfied with recording Quota 
tlons, punctuated with suitable question marks and 
exclamation points, but must also^tell exactly how 
the characters felt at the time. Ono could never 
loae himself in tho story, for Mr. Carey makes tho 
position of tho "gentle reader" too conscious. 

The nan-atlve ls~eoncerncd with an old, re 
spoctable English family which suffers all sorts ot 
misfortune at the hands of a witch, who takes 
twenty-seven chapters to kill four people, and 
mlasea killliiK one, by means of spells, a very In- 
telligent raven, poisonous urchida and spiders. Tho 
story really begins ,to get Intorostlng at the end, 
but the author Interjects so many descriptive, 
paragraphs wliero action .poragrfiplia are rcciuired, 
that llie reader is cooled off by the lime the iur 
tense scenes arrive. 

Mr. Carey hos put oonslduraliln worl; on llila 
l)ook, judging by his resourcefulness In finding out 
ot tho woy elements lo make up the plot. If Ills 
style was Hlmplcr and moro direr-t, and ho did not 
Holvo HO simply what is supposed lo be a very dif- 
ficult mystery. "The Bavpu's Feathers" would

He is without 
doubt one of the greatest track ath- 
letes in the history of McGill. Drew 
is expected to receive some great 
compolillon in the h,igh hurdles when 
he will be opposed by Howie Baker, 
whg represented Canada In the British 
Empire games at Hamilton last sum 
mer. Baker is at present at top form 
and the old record is almost sure to 
fall by the wayside. 

The Intercollegiate champions in 
the discus, javelin, and pole vault 
Costello, Cummings and Wallace res- 
peotlvely are again competing this 
year. Cummings, It will be remcm 
bored broke the javelin throw record 
la.st year. The high Jump and broad 
jump were won by Drew. 

The mile and three mile are other 
events in which competlllon will be 
keen. With Balmer, Calhoun and 
Jacobs out lo make the first team 
one of the greatest races In this event 
In the past few years is anllclpatea 
In the mile I-ochead and Barclay, 
members of last year's team are en 
lercd. A freshman, Swartï Is expect 
ed to give both these men a goou 
run.
